This was not an all black affair, White girls 
came from as far South as the University of Kentucky and as 
far north as Ft.

“A lot of them will jump 
around and really show some excitement while the fellows 
are more rational about it.” 

“Do you think the Community Track Club is well 
trained?" we asked. Oh, yes,” he quickly replied. “They are 
extremely well trained. | believe the more publicity they get 
you are going to see some of the top girls running. They are 
doing a lot with the material they’have.” 

At the Ohio Relays, several old ‘‘was-its'’ were 
reminiscing atout the “good old days.” Someone remarked 
that it was 40 years ago when Eddie Tolan of Michigan won 
the 100 yard dash in the Ohio Relays in 9.5. 

Two former high school runners were discussed. 
Someone remarked that Trammell of Central could never 
beat Craig Wallace of Dayton Dunbar in the 100 yard dash 
When Trammell was running 9.6, Wallace was running a 9.5. 
In the Ohio Relays Trammell ran a 9.5 but Wallace ran 9.4 
Because of thé wind factor the time was not allowed. 

Another track star who entered the conversation was 
Mal Whitfield, Whitfield, former Ohio State middle distance 
chap won the 800 meter event in the Olympics in 1948 and 
1952. 

The last time anyone had heard of -Whitfield’s 
whereabouts was two years ago. At that time he had the 
responsibility of developing programs and activities with 
young groups in Africa. Since leaving the states Whitfield 
had coached Olympig¢ teams of Kenya. Uganda, Tanzania. 
Ethiopia, Liberia, Sudan, Sambia and Madagascar. 

He was also instrumental in arranging visits for African 
athletes to compete in U.S: sports events and for American 
athletes to visit and compete in Africa. 

Some six years ago Whitfield's employer, the United 
States Imformation Agency, named him its first Regional 
Youth Officer. In December, 1970, Whitfield received the first 
Award for Humanitarianism from the Amateur Athletic Union 
(AAU) of the United States “in recognition of humanitarian 
services rendered the youth of African countries on behalf of 
the Government of the United States.”

Campy and his 
association with Dodgers, At 
the time Rickey talked to 
Campy. the big catcher didn't 
understand the’ general 
manager of the Dodaers. 
Campy had heard Rickey was 
going to organize a brown 
Dodger team and thought the 
Dodgers: boss-was talkirig to 
him about the all-black 
squad 

Campy preferred to play 
with the Baltimore Elite 
Giants. a great ball club of 
the Negro American League. 
Campy was a super-star with 
the Elite Giants and was 
drawing a good salary. It was 
too bad that Campy tricked 
himself believing he was 
going to sign with the Brown 
Dodgers. 

Hickey really wanted 
Campy. and told..him when 
the conference was over not 
to..sign. with anyone. until he 
got in touch with him. It 
wasn't long before Jackie 
and Campy, met in a card 
game, and when. Robinson 
infotmed the catcher he was 
going to play for Montreal of 
the International League, 
Campy. almost fainted. 
Campy knew he had ‘muffed 
one and hoped he would get 
another chance to talk to 
Branch Rickey. Fhis chance 
came sooner than he had ex- 
pected. It came when Rickey 
sent for him and assigned 
him to the Nashua Dodgers 
of the old New England 
League. 

Hailing from that area | had 
a chance to see Campy. and 
O2n Newcombe, a black pit- 
cher perform for the New 
Hampshire team. 

Campy became the first 
Black manager in organized 
baseball while playing for the 
Nashua Dodgers. Walt 
Alston, now the manager of 
the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
was then manager of the 
Nashua club, owned by its 
parent club the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, 

Campy became a star over- 
night and was the darling of 
New England fans. They 
came from Vermont, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
and Conn. to see the Nashua 
club in action, They made it a 
point to come to see Campy’s 
club, when Newcombe was a 
battery mate; 

When Alston was thrown 
out of a ball game by the 
umpires, he told Campy he

wanted him to run things. 
Campy's chance came in a 
game between Nashua~and* 
Lawrence a great New 
England Mill town and a 
rabid baseball community, 

In the game Newcombe hit 
a scoring-tying home run and 
the Nashua club won the ball 
game, 7-5, 

While all this was going 
on, Rickey was thinking 
seriously of sending Campy 
to a higher branch in the 
uintior leagues. He was happy 
about the reports he had 
received about Campy, and 
Newcombe as well. They 


“ were the heart of the Nashua 


team. 

Campy was a great batter 
for Nashua and just missed 
hitting for .300 when he 
tagged the baseball for a bat- 
ting average of .290 ... Today 


‘that is: good batting in the 


major leagues. 

During the play-off game 
with Lynn, Mass. of the-New 
England League, Campy was 
named the Most Valuable 
Player in the New England 
League. Rickey was so happy 
over the playing of Campy he 
sent him the next year (1947) 
to Triple-A. He batted .280 
and banged out 13 homers, 

According to'Doc Young in 
his book “Great Nearp.. 
Baseball Playefst Dili” 
Durocher, the manager of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers; wanted 
Campy but Rickey wanted 
the star catcher to break the 
color-line in the International 
League’ Durocher ‘argued 
loud and long, but Rickey got 
his way and sent Campy to 
St. Paul, but Campy first was 
on the Dodgers’ squad before 
he was sent to the Inter- 
national League in 1948, 

According to the records, 
Campy left for St. Paul in 
May, 1948. At first the 
American Association didn't 
like the idea of a black player 
in their league. Again Alston 
was Campy's manager. The 
big catcher hit the ball for an 
average of 325 and blasted 
out eight home runs. That 
was the beginning of a new 
career’ for Campy. While 
playing at Toledo, Campy 
was informed that the 
Dodgers wanted him at once. 
So Campy joined the 
Brooklyn Dodgers and carved 
out a great career for himself. 

Durocher put the big 
Campy behind the plate the 
first night. The game was at 
old Ebbets Field. Campy hit 
two singles and a double. He 
continued his batting and in 
12 official times at bat he had 
smashed out: two homers. 
The Dodgers finished third 
that year, a great drive when 
Campy came on the scene 
the team was near the tail 
end of the National League. 


The next year, 1949, the 
Dodgers won the National 
League pennant and Campy 
became the top catcher in

Basically, he said the FRB

The Family Bureau would 
also serve as an information 
center for parents concer- 
ning juvenile delinquency 
and help them establish and 
maintain family unity..In his 
research and studies, he has 
found that broken homes are 
primarily responsible for 
juvenile crime. Children are 
less likely to become in- 
volved in such acts as pur- 
sesnatching, burglaries, car 
tampering and related crimes 
when their mothers and 
fathers reside under the same 
roof, he said.

All Public Assistance 
recipients are eligible for 
food stamps, with the excep- 
tion of specified individuals 
eliminated by the new rules, 
from the programs. Most of 
these exceptions are aimed 
at the “hippie'’ group of 
young persons who are not 
in school or who have ban- 
ded into commune living 


arrangements. 


Who Qualifies 

In addition to recipients, 
many families who are 
not on assistance but whose 
income is so marginal as to 
make them potential clients, 
may also qualify for Food 
Stamps. In both cases, ap- 
plicants pay a share of the 
stamp value out of their own 
cash resources, the amount 
depending on the net income 
and the family size. 

The new regulations 
establish uniform standards 
across the country for the 
first time. Allowances are 
slightly larger in most, but 
not all cases and maximum 
allowable monthly incomes 
are also somewhat higher 
than before 


Work Requirements 
Most restrictive of the new

New State Alcohol 
Bill Now In Effect 


COLUMBUS, Ohio -- Legis- 
lation became effective this 
week providing Ohio's first 
active alcohol contro! and 
treatment program 

House Speaker Charles F 
Kurfess said that the new law 
“attacks the number one 
health problem in the United 
States,’ The enactment could 
lead to the most comprehen- 
sive. although not the most 
expensive. system of alcohol 
treatment and control this 
country has ever seen 

The new law could reduce 
the time required of police of- 
ficers and the courts in 
dealing with alcoholism in 
terms of broken homes. 
wages lost due to absen- 

_teeism and dismissals. public 
assistance and other traged- 
ies," Kurfess said. 

Studies indicate that 
alcéhol-related offenses ac- 
count for 66 percent of all 
arrests in Columbus, 52.6 
percent in Cleveland, and 
45-1 percent in Akron. It is 


estimated that police time 
alone in handling drunks 
costs $7 million annually in 
Ohio 

The enactment would 
establish a maximum of 15 
control regions for com- 
prehensive treatment of 
alcoholism. The programs 
would be set by the Ohio 
Department of Health and ad- 
ministered in cooperation 
with regional councils. 

Police officers. with offen- 
ders’ consent. may take 
drunks to treatment centers 
for detoxification and the biit 
permits courts to sentence 
alcoholics to the centers for 
rehabilitation 

The bill appropriates $1.1 
million_in_the-first-tiscal-year 
to finance alcohol treatment 
Programs by reserving a por- 
tion of the state's liquor sales 
and by increasing C-2 (retail 
beer and wine carryout) and 
0-2 (beer and wine sales for 
consumption on premises) 
permit fees.

Right To Chovse 

New in the 1972 
regulations are three options. 
Formerly Food Stamp users 
were permitted to purchase 
only the full allotment. Now 
the_purchasers- may- choose 
to use one-fourth, one-half or 
three-fourths of their full 
allotment. Non-assistance 
households whose income is 
under the allowable monthly 
net income, but who are not 
receiving Public Assistance, 
may make this choice each 
month by simply checking 
the selected fraction on the 
Authorization-to Purchase 
card. However, they may not 
change their minds and use a 
different share later that 
month; the card is yielded at 
the time of purchase. Public 
Assistance recipients make 
this choice at the time they 
are certified and may not 
change their option until the 
next certification date. 

Non-assistance Food 
Stamp users may also choose 
to get their allotments in 
monthly, semi-monthly, or 
quarterly allotments to 
correspond with the manner 
in which they receive their in- 
comes. Since Public 
Aseistance recipients or- 
dinarly receive only a mon- 
thly check they do not have 
this choice, but will receive 
monthly allotments only. 

The third option will not 
become available until after 
June 30 at the earliest 
because of the administrative 
detail necessary to im- 
plement it. Under this offer, 
Public Assistance recipients 
may choose to have their 
stamp allotment deducted 
from their assistance check 
and the amount replaced by 
the same value in Food 
Stamps mailed with the 
check. This is expected to be 
a boon to disabled persons 
or people caring for smali 
children for whom travel to a 
stamp-purchase site is a hard- 
ship

Army Says ROTC 
Has High Percent 


Black Enrollment 


FORT MONROE, Va. -- 
Black enrollment in Army 
ROTC now closely ap- 
Proximates the percen- 
tage of blacks in the total 
U.S. population and is 
Substantially higher than 
the percentage of blacks 
among, the nation's 
college undergraduates. 

According to the ROTC 
Directorate, U.S. Continental 
Army Command, 50,234 
college men are enrolled in 
Military Science courses on 
the campuses of more than 
280 colleges and universities 
during the current school 
year. Of that total, 5,427 are 
black -a figure representing 
10.8 per cent, 

This percentage is only 
fourtenths of one per cent 
less than the 11.2 percentage 
cf blacks matriculated as un- 
dergraduates.in American 
colleges and universities. 
Over five-million un- 
dergraduates are attending 
college during the current 
school year. Of that total 
380,000 or 3.9 per cent are 
black. 

Brig. Gen, Milton E. Dey, 
Army ROTC Director, said 
that the increase in black 
enroliment during the current 
school year -- a jump of four 
per cent over school year 
1970-71 --was achieved 
through a better program of 
communication with the 
black community. 

Army ROTC also increased 
the number of predominantly 
black schools offering its 
Program to 16 in the current 
school year and plans to add 
additional black institutions. 
Those currently in the 
Program include Alabama 
A& M College, Tuskegee In- 
stitute; Agricultural, 
Mechanical & Normal 
College at Pine Bluff, Ark.; 
Howard University, Florida 
A& M University; Southern 
University A& M College, 
and Morgan State College. 


Also, Alcorn A&M 
College, Jackson State 
College; North Carolina 


A& T State University, Cen- 
tral State University; South 
Carolina State College, 
Prairie View A& M College; 
Hampton Institute, Norfolk 
State College and Virginia 
State College. 

The Army ROTC recruiters 


emphasized that the program . 


offers many advantages, both 
monetary and in the develop- 
ment of leadership skills, in 
all their contacts during the 


school year. Among the 
points made by the recruiters 
were: 

Army ROTC enables up to 
6,500 students to pursue bac- 
calaureate degrees at any 
given time via with four, 
three, two and one year 
scholarships. These scholar- 
ships pay the cost of all 
tuition, textbooks and lab 
fees, plus subsistence 
allowance of $100 a month 
for the 10 months of the 
school year. During the 
course of the four-year 
scholarship, the cadet, 
therefore, receives a total 
allowance of $4,000. 

Army ROTC builds leader- 
ship in its cadets and ex- 
perience has shown that 
those who complete the 
Program often earn more 
than many college students 
who do not.

At the risk of offending some readers 
of this column, it is with considerable 
reluctance that this reporter claims a 
friendship of long Standing with Norman 
E. Jones Sr.. who has the dublous 
distinction of being the only black 
beating the drum for the Presidential 
candidacy of Alabama Gov. George 
Coley Wallace. 

Jones, formerly of Columbus and now 
of Tampa, Fia., is a delegate to the 
National Dembcratic Convention pledged 
to vote for the nomination of the 
Notorious Alabama segregationist. Jones 
was among the 75 dejegates Wallace 
picked up in the Florida primary election 
several weeks ago, 

A second black, Sandra Warren of Tar- 
Poon, Fia., elected on the Wallace slate, 
has since refused to accept the 
delegate's post. She was recently quoted 
in @ Florida weekly as saying. “I'm a 
Democrat but they made a big mistake in 
choosing me as a delegate. She in- 
visioned “terrible trouble and reprisal” if 
she accepted the 8th Congressional 
delegate election, the Paper reported. 

Jones, in his swing across northern 

States plugging the ‘candidacy of 
Wallace, made his first stop in Columbis 
where he visited his children, grand- 
children and other relatives. While this 
writer failed to make contact with him, 
his son, Norman Jr., a former Call & Post 
néwsboy, visited the office and reported 
the gala family reunion at the home of 
Mrs. Norman Jones Sr. 

Norman Sr., who always termed him- 
self as a “hustler,” during the mid-1940’s, 
was a free-lance photographer here. It 
was through his picture-taking sideline 
that we became close associates: He ac- 
companied me on assignments for this 
newspaper throughout Central Ohio and 
covered the Elks National Convention 
with me in 1948 in Cincinnati. 

During those days, bartending at the 
old Licthford Hotel which was about the 
only downtown hotel éccommodating

Integration to 
om has been a “demoniacal destructive 
effort,” 

Concerning Wallace, he was Quoted as 
saying, “Mr. Wallace is not a 
Segregationist. I've been to the capitol, 
and I've been to the mansion, That's not 
Segregation. As for racism, ask the Ken- 
nedy's how many black maids they've 
got. The biggest racist in the world is the 
NAACP." 

Jones, whether he’s playing the role of 
an opportunist, or just plain “hustling” 
may be open to question, but there's one 
thing certain, he'll probably be the 
fonellest black delegate at the Demo- 
cratic National Convention in Miami’ 
Beach next July. Aside from that, it may 
not be safe for him to venture outside the 
Wallace convention camp with a battery 
ot bodyguards,

All delegates to the two major 
Political party conventions, must be elec- 
ted. 

There are also some important 
issues and levies on the ballot. Passage 
or rejection of these issues will affect pur 
‘lives and/or services we expect in many 
ways. Pr Ciba tate 
It is tragic that so many people are 
80 careless and indifferent of their right 
to vote. 

Yet. every day you hear complaints, 
beefs and criticism of what's wrong. Too 
many taxes; bad streets; insolent police; 
deterioration of neighborhoods; juvenile 
crime, etc. 4 

People never seem to equate. these 
kindsof complaints with their lack of in- 
terest in politics and voting. 

It is far more important that black 
people vote in the primaries than in the 
general election. Many qualified Negro 
Candidates have been defeated in the 
primaries, wherein, if they could have 
made it in May, they would have had a 
good chance to be elected in November. 

The reason we were so long in elec- 
ting a black Congressman ‘in Cleveland, 
was due to the small Democratic primary 
vote by our people. 

Now @ lot of people give the excuse 
for not voting in the primary to the fact 
that you have to declare your party 
preference. With the growing number. 
who now claim. to be Independents, we 
have almost a new third party out of 
voters who skip primaries. 

The party officials prefer a small 
Primary vote. This enables the machine 
people to contro! who gets nominated. 
To them, the smaller the primary vote the 
better. 

So those who claim they don't want 
to be labeled Republican or Democratic 
and then raise holy hell because their 
government is corrupt or office holders 
are stupid, should give another thought 
to primary voting. 

The non-primary voters are the very 
ones responsible for what ever the con- 
dition of our state of goverhment today. 

Poorly qualitied candidates with 
Popular names, seize upon these. condi- 
tions and, all too often, get elected. 

In Cleveland, the primary will deter- 
mine whether we have a Negro can- 
didate for sheriff; whether we have a 
candidate for Clerk of Common Pleas 


No matter how easy it is to win ap-

provide quality education for our 
children. 

Once our leaders make the decision to 
quit pouring billions into senseless wars, 
particularly the expensive and frustrating 
hassle in Vietnam, there would be more 
than enough money — and without added 
taxes -to attack what we regard as 
higher priorities. : 

Everytime man. embarks into the

On such acceptance man would never

With most minority people, voting is 
their best fighting tool. Unfortunately, we 
as one of the biggest minorities, are the 
most indifferent about using our vote 
Like everybody else, we squawk too. But, 
also like them, we nevér stop to think 
about how much we contribute to these 
conditions by our not-voting. 

With the additional voting power of 
the 18-year olds, the Negro vote in Ohio 
should increase considerably. This 
should give the inner city people greater 
Proportional power because most of the 
white families with children have moved 
out to the suburbs. The older white 
families are the main ones still. residing 
in the old neighborhoods. 

Unfortunately, in the recent drive in 
the high schools to register the 18-year 
olds, very few of the predominantly black 
schools did anything to motivate and 
transport the potential voters to the Elec- 
tion Board. J 

On the other hand, the schools in 
the suburbs did everything possible to 
transport their student voters to the 
Board to register. 

One of the big by products of the 
May 2, primary, will be the selection of 
delegates to the two national. conven- 
tions. These delegates will be par- 
ticipants in nominating the next presi- 
dentof the United States. 

There are going to be everal slates 
on the ballot. Some will be at-large and 
others by districts. 

Unfortunately, not too much cam-

Vouchers: A New School Issue 


There's a new experimental program 
under way that could become a major 
educational issue It's called the voucher 
system 

Under this. system, which is slated 
for some demonstration experiments in 

cr 7 ger a federal 
Parents Would receive vouchers worth a 
Specified amount of money, probably the 
current level of Per-pupil costs in the 
Public schools, They could then present 
these vouchers to any school of their 
choice -- public or Private, The schools 
would then cash in the vouchers tor their 
Operating expenses. There may be some 
variations, but that's basically how the 
plan would work, 

Proponents of the Plan claim this 
would force the public schools to im- 
Prove, since they'd be competing with 
private schools for their money and 
would no longer have a Captive audience 
of children whose par CS 
Private schools; Sifte there would be an 
Overall agency that would qualify 
Schools for participation and would set 
regulatory standards and “buy up" the 
vouchers, abuses could be guarded 
against 

Opponents of the Plan are dubious. 
They tear that a voucher system could be 
the final blow that destroys the public 
Schools, and with them, the best hope for 
quality education for the poor, The free 
market has always worked to the disad- 
vantage of the poor, they argue. Why 
should it be any different when it comes 
to education. > 

The plan is ‘also seen as a way for 
Parents to avoid integrated schools. 
Promises that the fegulatory agency 
would insure integration are met with 
skepticism founded on the poor perfor- 
mance of present implmentation of civil 
fights laws and school integration 
decisions, Sure, they say. the plan will 
Provide'a wider tange of choices but not 
for poor people who are effectively shut 
out of middle-class neighborhoods 
housing, and other necessities

Ward System Ineffective 


| would like to suggest that we enter- 
tain seriously the notion of developing a 
whole new political organization- 
institution for black people; controlled by 
black people. The present “ward” system 
has proven to be inconsequential and 
almost a mockery to the essential 
political needs of the black community. 

The ward system is controlled by the 
big parties and serves only to augment 
their efforts to retain contro! over that 
oppressed community. The ward system 
is an ineffective system to build an. in- 
Stitution of political power for black 
people. It is an ineffective system 
because both parties use it. Ard for 
blacks to emulate this system it only ser- 
ves to divide the black community's 
grass-roots political base along lines of 
the two-party system..On the neigh- 
borhood, “grass-roots” basis. biacks 
need only one political organization otf a 
unified nature which is not beholding to 
either political party. 

Blacks need a community political in- 
Stitution which consists of blacks of 
various political persuasions. A united 
Political structure would not separate it- 
self from the two-party system. on other 
levels, but only serve to establish a more 
formidable power-base to influence the 
two major parties. To divide the black 
Political constituency along party lines, 
on a ward level (neighborhood-com- 
munity) undermines; sabotages. weakens 
the potential of unity. And it is. indeed, 
black political unity. which lurks as the 
greatest threat to higher levels of 
political organizations within the two 
major parties. 

And if the only semblance of political 
unity is when either party enjoys a larger 
percentage of black support than 
another party. then that becomes 


politically tenuous for the black com- 
munity because it would not be able to 
shift loyalties very easily and.some 
become eclipsed by party machinations

So both'sides are watching and 
waiting. Few groups have as much Stake 
in the experiment as-do blacks. Black 
people have a tremendous stake in 
education - it will literally determine our 
Survival in this increasingly 
technological society. It is to the Public 
schools that black parents, like those of 
other groups in our. history look for the 
tools that will enable their children to 
succeed. . 

So the black community will be 
monitoring the impending voucher ex- 
4 wate’With -acsharply critical eye. 
Blacks will be watching to see if 
adequate performance standards are set 
So that the effectiveness of the plan can 
be accurately measured. 

We'll be watching too, to see if the 
plan's supporters are correct when they 
Say vouchers will lead to increased 
parental control of the schools. The gap 
between promise and achievement is too 
«wide to simply take the word of the 
theorists. = 

And blacks will cast a sharp eye on 
how the voucher system affects in- 
tegration efforts, As noted, the plan con- 
tains the seeds of white desertion of the 
Public schools. There are related issues 
Currently downgraded by proponents of 
the plan, but the issues involved here are 
too big and too important to go un- 
monitored, 

Black people have to insure that new 
educational experiments will not become 
yet another means to rob black kids of 
the ‘schooling that is their ticket to sur- 
vival, and that any changes in the 
educational system become Positive for- 
ces for change for black people: 


and patronage. Hence, new alternatives 
to the present ward system must be 
sought 

Perhaps the first alternative step would 
be to establish “counter” neighborhood 
or ward organizations. This may be the 
only option if black ward leaders in 
either party do not forma united organ- 
ization of a similar type. It would mean. 
of course, ignoring the present ward 
system and its leaders and developing a 
new independent organization with 
totally new leadership. 

| am not advocating withdrawal from 
participation in the two-party system. | 
am only suggesting that a community 
Power-base is necessary as a means of 
effecting greater influence upon. the two 
parties; and if the community base is 
already divided along tines of the two 
Parties such an objective is unrealizable 
and the black community remains 
Politically impotent. 

How do we go about developing other 
alternatives? Some groups are already 
considering various alternatives, 
However, they need to be encouraged 
and supported by the black community. 
In a few years their efforts may be 
realized. It will require organization- 
community organization.

The Ohio Senate passed the contro- 
versial Wilberforce reorganization bill 25 
years ago this week. The bill was 
designed to give the State of Ohio tighter 
control over the state-sponsored College 
of Education. it passed by a vote of 28-3, 
with the voting strictly along party-tines: 
28, Republicans voting for the measure 
and three Democrats voting “nays,” 

Senator Harry E. Davis, who in- 
troduced the measure. declared that 
Passage of the bill was necessary to in- 
Sure the continued control of the State of 
Qhio over that part of the University for 
which it provided funds. Thebill permitted 
the Governor to name eight of the nine 
State Board trustees. The A.M.E. Church 
was permitted under law to appoint three 
representatives..The— Senator also 
declared that the opposition to the’ bill 
had not presented any facts to dissuade 
him from his determination to vote tor its

Navy ‘Ends’ Jim Crow 

The War Department in 1947, was 
opposed to the enactment of Adam 
Clayton Powell's Bill to prohibit race 
segregation in the armed forces 

On the other hand, neither the Navy 
Department nor the Coast Guard had any 
objections to the bill. 

Commenting on the attitude of the 
three services toward his bill, Powell said 
it was @ source of pleasure to him that 
the Navy and the Coast Guard were pre- 
pared to abolish race segregation but 
that "it was regrettable, that the Army 
was so far behind the times as to 
disagree with the Navy and Treasury 
Department. “s 

Powell added that “The Army con- 
tinues to rely upon its whitewashed 


Gillem report which was.a masterpiece 
of double talk and double meaning.” He 
said there were only forty-eight colored 
commissioned officers on active duty in 
the army out of a total of 20,000. 

On the basis of the feports sent to 
the House Armed Services Committee on 
his bill, Powell said he would press for a 
full hearing on the measure. 

Recommending against enactment 
of the Powell bill, Secretary Patterson 
said that the-War Department had long 
considered the matter of utilizing Negro 
manpower consonant with its desire to 
achieve maximum effectiveness. The war 
Dept. did not believe that effective 
utilization of its manpower could be ob- 
tained by the enactment of the Proposed 
legislation. 

The matter was studied for months 
by @ Board of general officers, during 
which time more than sixty civilian and 
military leaders, white and Negro, gave 
testimony. Forward-looking recommen- 
dations were presented as a result of the

and YOU

QUESTION: | am a laborer in 
heavy construction. Since! work for 
different contractors throughout the 
year, | request a statement of my 
sernings from social security every 
few years. The last statement | got 
did not agree with my own records. 
How can | get this corrected? 

ANSWER: Get in touch with any 
social security office promptly so 
that the differences can be cleared 
up. You should bring along with you 
any wage receipts, work records,.or 
any other record you have of your 
earnings. 

QUESTION: I'll be 72 on April 29, 
1972, and I'm still working. Is It true 
that |- can collect monthly social 
security cash benefits even though | 
continue to work 

ANSWER: Yes Retirement benefits 
are not reduced for people 72 and 
over who continue to work. You 
should apply for these benefits 2 or 3 
months before your birthday at any 
social security office. 

QUESTION: When | became 65 
recently, | signed up for Medicare's 
hospital and medical insurance. 
Can | use this coverage for all doc- 
tors and hospitals 

ANSWER: You can, of course, go 
to any physician of your choice. 
Most hospitals participate in 
Medicare, but not all. Any social 
security office can tell you whether a 
hospital participates in Medicare. | 
should mention that treatment is onty 
covered when it occurs in the 
United States. Medicare does not 
make payments for services perfor- 
‘med in a foreign country. When you 
signed up you should have received 
a Medicare Handbook that clearly 
explains what is covered and what is 
not covered under both Part A and 
Part B of the program. If you didn't 
get your copy, phone 251-8400 here 
in Cleveland and ask for one. 


QUESTION: | have been getting mon- 
thly social security disability benefits on 
my own work record for the past 2 years 
and will be 60 soon | am a widow and 
my husband worked under social 
security for many years before he died.

Nixon Cutting Summer

WASHINGTON, 0.C.-- 
(NBNS)—The Nixon Admini- 
stration, despite a blank 
check from the Congress, is 
limiting spending for the 
summer lunch programs to 
half of what the nation’s 
cities say they need this year. 

The program is a favorite 
of the Congress and mem- 
bers have told the Admini- 
stration they would be willing 
to spend whatever the cities 
wanted for the program 
which feeds many ghetto 
children during the summer 
months, 

But the Administration is 
holding the line—at a $25.5 
million level-for the summer 
feeding program, and Con- 
gressmen and Senators don't 


+ like the idea too much. 


Sen. Alan Cranston, D- 
Calif., acting chairman of the 
Senate Select Committee on 
Nutrition and Human Needs, 
has condémned reduced 
Spending for summer lunch 
Programs as a’“moral out- 
rage" and said “we are wit- 
nessing the Phase |i of this 
Administration's broken 
promises to needy children." 

Cranston, who made the 
charge at a hearing on the 
Proposed cutbacks by his 
committee, said the $25.5 
million budget proposed by 
the Agriculture Department is 
“motivated solely by 
budgetary considerations.” 

The Agriculture Depart- 
ment estimated the $25.5 
million figure eventhough it 
originally proposed to spend 
more last year. , the 
Uepartment did not since no 
funds were released to the 
cities until July 7, when

The National League of 
Cities has found that cities 
could effectively utilize $52.5 
million--more than. double 
what the Nixon Administra- 
tion has in mind.
